The Ordinance which. is to 
strengthen the law in ‘regard to 
the unauthoritised possession of 
arms follows, in its main provi- 
sions, the outline recently given 
in. the interview which we had 
with the Hon, Colonial Secretary. 
Allcases are to go to the Sessions, 
excepting. when the police make 
a request for eummary trial, and 
the maximuro sentence is -ten 
years’ herd -jabour with flogging 
in, addition. . New: powers ‘of 
search are to be given to the police, 
these being sat out in the Bill in 
the following terms :—“ It shall ba 
lawful for any officer of police to 
stop, and to search for atms—(a) ? 
any person whom he may find in 
any street or other public Place 
between the. hours of 9 p,m. and 
6 a.m:; and (b) any person whom 
he may find in any street or other 
public ‘place, at any. hour of the 
day or night, -who acts in a. euapi- 
cious manner, or whom he may 
suspect of having any arms in his 
possession.” We welcome these 
now provisions, because, short’of 
a house to-house visitation, which 
is-.quite. impracticable, they . do 
provide a means by which stray 
arms.‘may be taken out-of. the
